Hi  Mark.  I  am  so  sorry  to  hear  about  this.  I  will  definitely  reach  out  to  our  Beach  Patrol  and  Captain 
Alberca  to  see  what  we  can  do  to  fix  those  broken  windows  out  there.  Luckily,  crime  at  the  beach  and 
in  the  division  as  a  whole  is  way  down-  in  fact  Pacific  Division  leads  the  City  with  overall  crime 
reduction.  But  you  are  right,  those  quality  of  life  things  and  broken  windows  do  impact  the  overall 
feel  of  the  community  and  don't  always  feel  good.  The  one  caveat  is  that  now  simply  taking  or  having 
drugs  doesn't  escalate  into  a  misdemeanor  or  worse,  it  is  only  an  infraction,  sort  of  like  a  ticket.  (I  am 
not  a  City  Attorney,  but  I  have  copied  one  here,  Claudia  Martin,  to  fact  check  me.)  And  unfortunately 
that  doesn't  do  anything  to  get  them  to  stop  doing  it.  It  is  going  to  have  to  be  all  of  us  partnering 
together,  property  owner,  business  owner,  resident,  council  office,  LAPD,  etc.  to  improve  the  situation 
for  everyone  out  there,  and  we  can  do  it.

Mike,  Nicole: 

Last  night  there  was  a  violent  incident  at  the  hotel.  FORTUNATELY,  none  of  our  guests  or  staff  were  hurt.  The 
perpetrator  tried  to  force  his  way  into  the  hotel  earlier,  was  denied  by  security,  returned  and  threv  arge 
traffic  sign  through  a  window  right  in  front  of  the  desk. 

It  is  important  both  of  you  know  about  this  as  a  reminder  of  the  larger  problem  endangering  residents, 
businesses,  tourists,  employees  and  the  homeless.  The  magnet  at  the  beach  that  attracts  a  dangerous  crowd 
has  become  even  stronger  as  of  late. 

We  deal  with  problems  frequently  (we  have  invested  an  additional  approx.  $150,000  for  full  time  security)  and 
many  of  our  guests  especially  those  with  young  children  are  frightened,  in  February  a  housekeeper  at  the 
hotel  was  attacked  and  kicked  at  the  corner  of  Windward  and  Pacific.  (Incident  report  attached).  A  review  on 
Tripadvisor  below  describes  the  beach  scene  perfectly. 

While  we  need  to  work  together  on  a  comprehensive  plan  to  deal  with  some  of  the  larger  issues  like  housing 
etc.  we  must  fix  as  many  broken  windows  as  we  can  now  to  simply  protect  people.  Public  intoxication  and 
drug  pushing  are  crimes  that  are  not  protected  by  any  city  legal  settlement  and  must  be  addressed.  The  beach 
and  Windward  /Pacific  corridor  need  a  comprehensive  crime  prevention  and  safety  plan  now  before  the  ice 
skating  rink  opens.  We  must  do  more  to  remove  or  at  least  lessen  the  strong  pull  of  the  magnet.

Laurie  and  Miki,  Thanks  for  the  intro  and  reaching  out.  Venice  is  always  conflicted  in  our  wants  and  needs.  We  had  a 
76%  vote  in  favor.  However,  the  City  Council  did  not  let  everyone  speak  and  we  have  to  go  to  re  ballot. 

There  is  a  group  of  owners  who  are  afraid  that  if  we  clean  up  the  boardwalk,  then  the  homeless  problem  will  move  into 
their  neighborhood.  To  some  extent  they  are  right.  For  years  the  owners  have  been  sending  the  homeless  back  to  the 
Boardwalk  where  they  "belong". 

The  counter  is  that  the  BID  ambassadors  are  the  first  line  of  communication  to  the  homeless  about  services.  I  know  that 
Hollywood  had  success..  Do  you  have  any  success  stories  you  can  share?
